2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-3 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature of a continuous multilayered unstretched film comprising three or more 
layers of thermoplastic resin of the same or different compositions (col. 1, line 60-64; 
col.2 line 6-8) has been previously disclosed by Scheibling (US PN 361 1492).
